Th.s last istbe"Xon- 
mailabie edition," and yet this editor 
does not appear to be conscious that he 
is already in tbe grip of the censorship 
and that his paper is published not 
with the freedom guaranteed by the 
constitution, but in accordance with the 
methods prescribed by a reaUy existing 
censorship, and he seems never to have 
asked himself, if power to exclude lot- 
tery advertisements from the mail is 
conceded, what u to prevent the further 
concession ol power to exclude anything 
and averytbisg else. 


It is inevitable that unless tbe censor- 


ship is killed more effectually than it 
bas killed tbe lottery it will go on ac- 
quiring new powers and gaming new 
strength uatil, instigated by monopo- 
listic corruption or driven by capitalist- 
ic greed, it will venture to attack the la- 
bor presa as it has already attacked tbe 
more radical press. I can dc little more 
than send forth a not* of-warning. Fore* 
warned is forearmed.

Vtdiuaygo 
out and look at them, rejoice iu tbe 
beauty of the well conditioned growth, 
but we do uot meddle with the yoauy 
sprouts and try to teach them to grow 
right or punish them for not doing so. 
Onr treatment of tbe masses of society 
is as though we robbed youug plants of 
light, air, good soil and water aud then 
twisted and beat them because they 
grew distorted and blanched and refused 
them a full measure of light because a 
little ray of it made them grow more 
twisted in the inherent Icngiug to reach 
if. Wo have yet to learn that nature's 
laws are as true vf ith human beings as 
with her minor creatures. 


It is this great lack in the lives of the 


poor that breeds the great suffering and 
the crime and misery. We pity the poor 
that they are hungry and cold and shel- 
terless, but they hunger as deeply for 
leisure, for beauty, for nourierhmeut of 
the intellect and the emotions. A touch- 
ing little poem by Alice Tregaskis ex- 
presses this thought beautifully, from 
which I qncto.

The Chinese laondrymen of Washing- 


ton have formed a combination similar 
to those organized in New fork and 
other eastern cities and have agreed 
upon a scale of prices for laundry work, 
which, in effect, ends the rate cutting 
war that was inaugurated here by cer- 
tain of tbe Celestials about three years 
ago.

In J 824 it became a place 
of amusement and about 1626 got 
tbe name of Castle Garden. • In 1845 
there were Ethiopian minstrels 
there, in 1647-9 theatrical compa- 
nies played there and in 1650 Jenny 
Lind eaug there. In 1855 it was 
closed as a place of amusement, and 
tbo cowtuihsioners of immigration 
took it as an immigrant depot. In 
1870 it suffered from fire, and on 
July 9, 1870, it waa burned to the 
ground. It was rebuilt at once. In 
1883 tbe depot was moved to Ellis 
island, and Castle Garden revetted 
to the city, which in 189C opened an 
aquariuia Jhere.— Sew York Sun.
